DETAILED ACTION 

1 . According to paper filed on Nov. 17, 2005, the applicants have filed a RCE of allowed 
application. 

2. Claims 1-19, 23, 24, 26, 27, 29, 30, 32, 33 and 36-38 are now pending in the 
application. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-19, 23, 24, 26, 27, 29, 30, 32, 33 and 36-38, renumbered as claims 1-30, are 
allowed since the instant compounds and pharmaceutical compositions containing 
these compounds are neither disclosed nor obvious over the prior art. In the art, Beck ( 
U.S. Patent 6,579,885 ) discloses aryl substituted tetrahydroisoquinolines ( see 
compounds in table 1 in col. 24 and 25 ) which are closely related to the instant 
compounds. However, the compounds of Beck differ from the instant compounds in 
having isolated tetrahydroisoquinoline ring instead of fused tetrahydroisoquinoline ring 
and furthermore, there is no teaching or motivation in the prior art to modify the 
compounds of Beck to prepare the instant compounds..
